According to the report, the Hyde party

day. 

This report was strengthened tonight by 
the fact that both parties to the con- 
troversy gave out certain’ letters and 
statements bearing on the questions in 
dispute.

George E. King, president of the King Hardware Company, a firm ranking 
first in its line in the entire state and among the very largest in the South, is 


what one might call a self-made man, and the statement would be confined 
strictly within the limits of the meaning of this very much abused word. 


Mr. King was born in Butts county, Georgia. Like many of the youths of 
his county and vicinity, he spent most of his early life on a farm. When he 
had reached the age of 15 years it beeame necessary for him to strike out for 
himself in life. Leaving his Butts county home, Mr. King went to Eufaula, 
Ala. There he secured a position in a bookstore and remained in that town 
for some time. Mr. King might have today been a suecessful book store man 
had it not been that certain trivial causes made it to his interest to go to 
Macon, Ga., to live. In that city Mr. King re-embarked in the book business, 
but soon found an opportunity to enter the hardware business. With that 
quickness of decision which characterizes all his movements, Mr. King hesi- 
tated not a moment to undertake to master the intricacies of this business. 
That he did it well goes without saying. 

About 1883 Mr. King decided that Atlanta would be a very much better 
point for him, and he removed here. The firm at that time became known 
as George E. King & Co. 

At that time Mr. King’s Company occupied the store at the corner of 
Peachtree street and Auburn avenue. One floor was sufficient to house 
the stock. This-condition of affairs did not last very long, though, for Mr. 
King’s business was daily growing, and shortly two more stories were added to 
the building. This additional room of 200 per cent did not prove equal 
to the company’s business, either, for very long, and the store next door was 
leased. This gave the company nine stories altogether. In this home the busi- 
ness continued to thrive, and while the growing concern was hampered for 
room, they managed to make the two buildings answer their purposes until 
1900, when it was seen that it would be impossible to encompass the business 
longer even in such apparently ample quarters. Mr. King again showed himself 
a man whose perspective view reveals large pictures, for he looked away into 
the future and saw that it would be useless to attempt to confine himself to 
limited store space, but that it was desirable to build a store suited to the pe- 
culiar demands of his business. 

Negotiatins were opened and soon culminated in the King Hardware Co. 
acquiring the building on Peachtree street, formerly so well known as 
the Dougherty Dry Goods store. This building was practically torn to 
pieces. Then, according to special plans the new building, which was to 
house the concérn and soon become the parent house, supplying the branch 
stores, was construeted. This building embodies all the best points conceiva- 
ble for the hardware business. [t is four stories high.

Carroliton, .Ga., April 4.—(Special.)— | 
Judge R. W. Freeman delivered one of | 
the strongest.charges today to the grand | 
jury of the Carroll superior court ever | 
delivered here. He attacked all forms 
of violation of the law, and more espe- | 
cCiajly the disturbance of public worship | 
He saja:, eg : 

“Ot all crimes this is one of the most 
inexcusable and aims directly at the 
foundations of our liberty in violating | 
our constitution, which gives the right | 
to worship according to the dictates of | 
our conscience undisturbed.” 

He charged strongly and eloquently | 
on the evil of the illegal sale of liquors, | 
Saying that . nearly all crimes - were | 
traceable to that evil. He said: 
“In my judgment, ihe illegal traffic | 
is the mother of all crimes that inflict | 
the country; that it is an enemy to wo- | 
manhood, to childhood, to manhood and | 
to motherhood and to the whole public. | 
That laws were made to protect the. 
weak and that the grand jury should} 
see to it that the boys and girls and | 
mothers ‘are protected by the enforce- 
ment of these laws controlling the sale 
of liquors; that public sentiment should 
brand the man who violates these laws 
aga public enemy, and that everybody 
should aid in creating this pubic senti- 
ment: that churches, schools and all 
public institutiong demand the enforce- 
ment of these laws.”’ 

In chatging on gambling, he said that | 
the law does not mean that only the iit- 
tle aegro who plays a game of “skin” ont 
in the woods should be brought to jus- 
tice for the violation of the law, but 
it meant that both he and the thousand- 
doliar society gambler should be brougnt 
before the bar of jusice, side by side, 
and made to suffer alike, as the -rich 
can be ag guilty as the poorest negro.
